company, the Amei^ican Tobacco Com- 
I pany has concluded a deal with the 
' sales committee of the Burley Tobacce 
I Society by which they will purchase im¬ 
mediately 4,000,000 pounds of pooled to- 
! bacco at the regular price fixed by the 
j society. This purchase embraces all of 
^ the pooled tobacco of the 1906 crop be¬ 
low the $14 grade. The pooled crop of 
11906 above this grade was not included 
^ in the purchase, as the Burley Associa- 
, ti«wi desires to give independent mano- 
j facturers another chance to make par- 
I chases for supplying their wants for the 
I ensuing year. The cheaper grades of 
tobacco which were sold by the deal to- 
I day to the American Tobacco Company 
I have been in great demand by the inde¬ 
pendent manufacturers, but a member 
of the executive eommittM of the asso¬ 
ciation said to-day that the mdepen- 
denta had been given a tair chance at 
t these grades and the society couU not 
afford to hold.them longer, as thegroNv- 
ers are becoming insistent for money. 
Besides these grades can be supplied 
from the 1907 crop, not a pound ot 
which has yet been sold and none of 
which will be sold until the 1906 crop 
has been entirely disposed of. It is

There were only a few such 
dishes on the market. The supply 
\tas soon ••xbau.sted, and before an¬ 
other coihsigniuont could be secured 
our clerks were, pesterctl to death by 
importunate women who wanted to 
know why on earth we dhln’t keep in 
stock plenty of those blue di-shes. 
Finally we iuvcatigatetl the source of 
this craze for blue dishes, and found 
that it originated in the statement 
of French scientists that that color, 
on account of certain action of the 
rays of light, helps to keep fruit 
fresh.
